flood at Noblesville began to recede 
early Sunday, leaving behind it much 
desolation. The damage done sur- 
passes all records. 

The large bridge on the Central 
Indiana railroad, near Noblesville, is 
a twisted mass of steel lying at the 
bottom of the river. A wrecking crew 
has been at work on the bridge of the 
I^ke Erie & Western railroad since 
daylight, but no trains have been able 
to cross. 

A washout occurred under the grade 
of the Indianapolis Northern in Ham- 
ilton county, which can not be repair- 
ed for several days. No cars have 
been running since Saturday morning. 

The southern part of Noblesville, 
which was supposed to be out of 
danger, is Sunday under water. 

No one was drowned, but there was 
much suffering and s^viBc.1 deaths 
may occur from exposure. Hundreds 
of people were forced to spend the 
night in empty storerooms and livery 
stables. 

The cTceks in all parts of Hamil- 
ton county are still out of their banks, 
and it is reported that dozens of the 
bridges will be destroyed. The Amer- 
ican strawboard works and the box 
factory are still under water, and at 
this time the damage can not be esti- 
mated. The water on Strawboard ave- 
nue. in the southern part of Nobles- 
ville, has reached the tops of the win- 
dows in the lower stories of the 
houses. Many homes with their con- 
tents have been destroyed. 

The Noblesville water works plant 
and power-house are still flooded, and 
the city is without fire protection or 
light. 

Much damage was done at St. Paul 
by the flood. The stone quarries are 
all under water, and the small streams 
are raging. Flat Rocl^ river and the 
small streams are raging. Flat Rock 
river is higher than was ever known. 

. Bluffton. Ind., March 28. — ^The Wa- 
bash river has been rising steadily 
.'’nice Saturday night and Sunday night 
it was higher than it has been for 
20 years. Hundreds of acres of the 
lowlands are under water, and people 
here are fearful that the reservoir at 
Celina may break, causing great loss 
of life. The road leading north of 
the Bluffton and another to the east 
are both under water and impassable. 
Dr. C. L. Landfair, of this city, in 
trying to reach town over the North 
road narrowly escaped drowning. His 
horse fell off the grade and slipped 
down a steep embankment into ten 
feet of water. The horse was drown- 
ed and the doctor stood on the over- 
turned buggy, almost submerged, un- 
til rescued, in a half frozen condition, 
by Henry Reed and Wilbert Kellogg, 
who reached him with ropes. Families 
of Wm. Fields, David Hurt and Wm. 
Dilbone. living on the north bank of 
the Wabash, were rescued in boats, 
their houses being filled with water. 

Terre Haute, Ind., March 28. — The 
water reached its highest stage here 
Sunday night. In West Terre Haute, 
a district where the high water has not 
reached since 1883. 50 houses are un- 
der water and about 200 people have 
been driven from their homes. The 
national road is under about six inches 
of water. At Taylorsville, a suburb, 
everyone has been driven from their 
homes with the exception of Mrs. Tay- 
lor. '^vidow of the founder of the town, 
who refuses to go. 

The Trenton interurban line is un- 
der 15 feet of water and the track has 
been washed out north of Numa. \ 
500 foot fill which is just above the 
interurban line and on which the C. 
& I. trades are located has been wa.sh- 
ed out, leaving the trestle work with 
no support. The trestles were weight- 
ed down with engines Sunday after- 
noon. 

Delphi. Ind., March 28. — A break in 
the Wabash levee Sunday flooded 
nearly the whole city to a depth of 
about six feet. The water rushed to 
■the Monon railroad grade, where it 
stopped. There is only a small cul- 
vert through the embankment and as 
the water is rising rapidly the situa- 
tion is serious. The citizens are think- 
ing of dynamiting the grade in order 
to relieve the city from greater ca- 
lamity. 

Wabash. Ind.. March 28. — The Wa- 
bash at this point is receding. The 
Wabash Paper Co. has sustained the 
greatest damage. All manufacturing 
plants which were closed on account 
•of the flood v/ill not resume operations 
until the last of the week. 

hlarion, Ind.. March 28. — Three lives 
have been lost in the flood between 
Gas City and Jonesboro. Teddy Mc- 
Govern, Robert Howe and William 
Carter, in efforts to rescue the family 
of James Martin from a dwelling 
caught in the midstream, were drown- 
ed or frozen to death in the branches 
of trees and in the driftwood. Willis 
jCarter. who was taken out of a float- 
ing house after more than 12 hours 
spent in the flood, is djung from e.x- 
posure. The family of James Martin, 
five in all. were rescued unharmed be- 
fore the house broke in fragments and 
was -carried away.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 28. — White 
river continued to rise throughout the 
day until all former high water marks 
had been jiassed. At 9 o’clock a height 
of 17 feet 8 inches was reached. This 
was six inches above the highest pre- 
vious record. The river was still ris- 
ing at thi.s time and the officials of the 
water company predicted that the 18 
foot mark woud be reached. 

With the continued rise of the river 
the danger of a water famine becomes 
more imminent. With a foot of -wateT 
in the engine room the employes of the 
West Washington street pumping sta- 
tion feared that the plant would have 
to be shut down. Four more inches 
of water, it is said, would force a sus- 
pension. Should the Washington street 
station be crippled the city would he 
entirely cut of the water supplj% as 
the Indiana avenue pumping station 
was abandoned with the breaking of 
“the Fall creek levee Saturday. 

Realizing the seriousness of the sit- 
•uation the city officials late Sunday 
dec'ided to appeal to the national guard 
for protection. Worn out with the ex- 
ertion of the past three days and suf- 
fering from exposure and the loss of 
sleep, the city policemen and firemen 
were able no longer to keep at their 
work Two companies of the national 
guard were immediately ordered tc 
report for police duty. These are un- 
der command of .Maj. Conde and will 
aid in protecting property and life. 

The terrors of the flood were great- 
ly increased by the suspension of the 
power house of the Indianapolis Trac- 
tion and Terminal Co. Water flooded 
the engine rooms and not a car mov- 
ed after 5 o’clo<-k. Hundreds of per 
.sons dependent upon trolleys to reac.h 
their places of residence were strand- 
from home. Late Sunday night a 
few of the citj’ cars were operated 
with power secured from the interur- 
ban companies. The company officials 
announced that the water would have 
to recede more than three feet and a 
half before they could turn their fly 
wheels. 

With the continued rise of White 
river luindreds of families living in 
the low lands had to abandon their 
home.s. 

Many houses were swept down 
stream and dashed to j)ieces against 
the stone bridges. It was generally 
thought late Saturday night that the 
greatest danger had been passed and 
that those not yet water bound need 
have no further fear, but the situation 
became alarming early Sunday and 
warning was sent otit to all living in 
the bottoms. 

The iKjlicemen and firemen were 
again called upon to conduct rescue 
work. Many families had delayed too 
long and were unable to leave their 
flood besieged homes. Boats and wag- 
ons were used as on the two days pre- 
vious in getting the water hound resi- 
dents to places of safety. 

Prownstown. Ind.. March 28. — The 
country for miles aroirid Prownstown 
is under several feet of water and 
White river is still rising rapidly. The 
pumping station and the power house 
and nearly all of the- factories have 
been flooded and have suspended op- 
erations. Sunday the levee, which pro- 
tected thousands of acres of farming 
land, broke and the entire territory has 
been inundate<l. Samuel Brown and 
Dunham Rol>ertson barely escaped l»e- 
ing drowned in White river. The river 
had overflowed tlr? bottoms at the 
edge of town and the two men put out 
in a boat to reach some grain on the 
opposite side of the stream. The craft 
was caught by the current and cap- 
sized. and they were being swept down 
thc' torrent when they caught -a large 
drift which had accumulated where 
some trees grew. They were compell- 
ed to wait for several hours before 
rescuers took them off. 

From a iK>int in t'le middle of the 
flood below Brownstown gunshots 
were heard all day and evening, and 
it is believed that a person or several 
persons are in distress, in the midst 
of the flood. 

The railroads in .Jackson county 
have sustained immense damage as 
the result ot the flood. Not a train 
on the Southern Indiana road has pars- 
ed cither in or out of Brownstown for 
24 hours, and there is little prospect 
that traffic will be resumed until Tues- 
day night. A ’large railroad 'bridge 
near Conland is half submerged and 
Is expected to go out at any moment. 

Dr. John Clifford, of Stendell, drove 
on a bridge over Patoka fiver and it 
floated away. Striking a tree, tie 
bridge was overturned, both horses 
were drowned and the physician saved 
his life b 3 ’ climbing into a tree. He 
was rescued sevei-al hours later. 

White river rose three feet Satur- 
day at Petersburg und is still rising. 
In many places river is ten miles 
wide, and much stock has been 
, drowned.

Krinizki, turned the mer- 
chant vessels from their course by 
blowing up the prow of the first and 
then boldly attacked the enemy’s tor- 
pedo boats. In the fierce fight which 
followed Chief Engineer Swyereff, of 
the Stilni, and six marines were kill- 
ed and tie commander and 12 men 
were injured. 

The Japanese plan to blow up the 
entrance to Port Arthur was frustrat- 
ed, however, and the channel is still 
clea?.

Krinizki, r-om- 
manding the guard torpedo boat Stilni, 
attacked t'ae enemy and destroyed the 
how of the foremost Japanese steam- 
er with a torpedo. This steamer turn- 
ed to the right and was followed by 
two others with the result that the 
three were stranded to the right of the 
entrance. A fourth steR.mer went to 
the right of the enemy's shi{>s and like- 
wise sank to the side of the Fairway. 
The Stilni then battled with the ene- 
.Tiy’s six torpedo boats. Engineer Ar- 
tificer Swyeroff and six seamen were 
killed and the commander and 12 sea- 
men were wounded. 

“At daybreak the enemy’s battleship 
and cruiser squadrons appeared, and J 
proceeded with the fleet under my 
charge to meet the enemy. 

“The second attempt of the Japane.se 
to block the entrance to Port Arthur 
has failed, thanks to the energetic de- 
fense by the sea and land forces who 
acted as they did during the first at- 
tempt. 

“The' harbor remains perfectly 
clear.”

SWEPT BY A TORNADO* 

Great Loss of Life and, Destructforv of 
Property in Missouri, 

Memphis, Tenn., March 28. — A spe- 
cial from Carruthersville, Mo., says; 

A tornado swept the country 20 miles 
north of here Saturday night, causing 
a great loss of life and destroying 
thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty. 'The wires have been down all 
day and authentic news is hard to get. 
bnt as belated reporte come in the 
loss of life and property increases. It 
is now known that six lives have been 
lost ai,d thousands of dollars worth of 
property destroyed.

He 
charges that the employment of attorneys 
for the State outside of the Attorney 
General’s Department in the last four 
years has cost the State $124,681.62, and 
was contrary to the statute. Further- 
more, he says the Governor and Auditor 
have, in addition, given employment to 
special attorneys in 300 more cases now 
on the dockets and that these cases 
will cost the State an additional $60,000, 
at the lowest estimate. He says if an at- 
tempt is made to employ attorneys out- 
side of his department within the next 
four years he will fight it in the courts.

The Kids Must Go To School 



The late Legislature passed a law mak- 
ing it compulsory on the citizens of cities 
of the fourth class, of which Paris is one, 
to send their children to school — at least 
all these between the ages of 7 and 14 
years — unless they are physically disabled 
from attending, or have already acquired 
the common school branches of education 
required by law. 

It is made the duty of the Board of Edu- 
cation, the first week in every July, to ap- 
point a Truant Officer who shall hunt up 
all cases of truancy; and after notification 
to ^e .^ents, if they still faff to send 
their children, they may be arrested and 
fined not less than $5 nor more than $20 
for the first offense, nor less than $10 
nor more than $50 for the second and 
every subsequent offense, and cost of 
suit. The pay shall not be less than 
$1 nor more than $2.60 per day for the 
Truant Officer.

The isthmus of Panama is a narrow 
: strip of land, scarcely 21 miles wide at 
i its narrowest point; but the canal, ow- 
j ing to the character of the land, would 
1 have a total length of about 46 miles, 

! writes George Ethelbert Walsh, in 
{ “Cutting a Hemisphere in Two,” in St. 

I Nicholas. To cut a ship canal of this 
j length, the early French company esti- 
mated, would cost 843,000,000 francs, 
which later was reduced by De Lesseps 
to 600,000,000 francs, or about $120,000,- 
000 of our money. This huge cost did 
cot deter the people of France from 
buying the bonds and stocks of the 

■ Panama Canal company, and the 
money was soon raised. The genius of 

I the company was the man who had 
j constructed the Suez canal, and his 
: presence at the head of the undertak- 
i ing was sufficient to give faith and con- 
j fidence to all. De Lesseps himself wa.» 
I so confident of his success that he ex- 
j tended invitations to prominent men 
I all over the world to attend the opeu- 
j ing of the canal in 1888. 

I The first shipnjent of machinery and 
I W'orkmen arrived in Colon on February 
j 21. 1881, and almost immediately began 
one of the most dramatic stories )f 
modern times. Fraud, imompetency, 
mismanagement and lack of knowledge 
j of the grave c’ODdi lions that confronted 
j the contractors on the isthmus com- 
I bined to delay the v.'ork, and In time 
j to wreck the company. The inside his- 
I tory of the story may never be made 
j perfectly plain to the world. Millions 
i of dollars' worth of machinery that 
I was never used was shipiied to the 
j isthmus, and even to-day much of it is 
! rotting and rusting there in the trop- 
j leal climate. The whole length of the 
! proposed canal is marked by these 

■ monuments to man’s mismanagement 
j and greed. Extensive camos and ho.s- 
I pitals were built on the route of the 
I canal, and thousands of workmen were 
i sent down, only to die in the fever- 
t ridden climate or to return home dis- 
I giKsied. 



Interesting comparisons of English 
and American telephone systems have 
'oeen made and show London to be a long 
way behind New York. In the latter city 
an area of 429 square milP.=, with a popu- 
lation of 4,u00,000, as against 'London’s 
640 square miles, with a population of 
6,500.000, is covered by no less than 200,- 
000 wires, while New York, including 15,- 
000 post offlcf '.ines, can boast of 80,000. 
Despite this big dilTerence and the fact 
that London pays a proportionately 
heavier rate, the service there leaves 
much to be desired, and as regards ef- 
ficiency it certainly is not to be compared 
with New York.
